Execution of the Murderous Mussulmans at 
Candia.—On the lofty gallows which had been erected for 
the purpose upon a commanding position near the Canea 
bastion the seven murderers to whom the crime of partici- 
pation in the slaughter of British troops had been brought 


home, were duly executed at 9 a.m. on Oct. 18. Detach- 
mentsof Marinesand Bluejackets and of the British infantry 
attended the execution under arms, and lined the ramparts 
hard by. Тһе names of three of the men hanged were 
Mustapha, Djorba-Dzakis, Djemali Bilialaki, and Mehemet 
Nazifaki, executed for the murder of Privates Fiddler and 
Rayne, Highland Light Infantry, on Sept. 6. These two 
soldiers were returning from outpost duty, one of them 
being sick, when they were shot down and mutilated. 
And forthe murder, on the same date, near the hospital, of 
Privates Allison, Weston, and McNeil, of the Highland 
Light Infantry, there were executed with them four 
others—namely, Haki Delzobayaki, Mehemet Arabalaki, 
Mustapha Hakeshaki, and Mehemet Pervoboraki. Bodies 
of Bluejackets from the British Fleet to the number 
of over a thousand marched through the town on Oct. 21. 
The court-martial convicted seven other Moslem murderers. 
The Porte notified the Powers on Oct. 20 of its acceptance 
of the complete evacuation of Crete, leaving them to make 
the arrangements necessary to demonstrate the Sult:n's 
sovereignty. 


Gordon and Fashoda.—A curious insight into life 
at Fashoda upwards of twenty years ago is afforded by the 
diary of Mr. John Frederick Russell, son of the dis- 
tinguished war-correspondent, Sir William Howard Russell. 
He is now the British Vice-Consul at the Dardanelles. 
During the years 1874-75 Mr. Russell was in the service 
of the Khedive on the staff of Colonel Gordon in 
the Soudan, and was charged with the suppression of 
slavery at Fashoda and other places. In an autograph 
memorandum, dated Sanbat, Feb. 9, 1875, Gordon gave this 
instruction: “Mr. Russell will proceed by the Sophia to 
Fashoda, and will there aid in every way the departure of 
the steamers. He will repoit to me the passing events, and 
anything on the slave trade that may be of interest, and 
which he may ascertain from certain authority.—(Signed) 
С. G. боврох. P.8.—The Mudir ef Fashoda will supply 
| him with a house, and he will regeiye 50 dols. per month for 
his subsistence.” 2

Rows 
should be run north and south, so that the full benefit of 
the sun may be secured. Careful weeding and-loosening of 
the soil are necessary throughout the entire season. In 
the autumn, when the tops are mature, they should be 
cut, hauled off and burnt, and part of the soil over the 
crowns removed, so that not over two or three inches 
remain, that the frost and rains may penetrate the soil. 
Early in the spring- when plants are old enough to cut, 
there must be a rid« over the rows to blanch the shoots.
